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M.  F.  H.  DE  HAAS. 


M.  F.  H.  de  Haas  was  born  at  Rotterdam,  Holland,  in 
1832,  and  his  early  education  was  at  The  Hague.  The 
sports  of  his  boyhood  were  always  associated  with  har- 
bor and  ocean  life.  Sailing  craft,  in  all  the  picturesque 
forms  in  which  they  appear  on  the  Dutch  coast,  were  his 
special  delight,  and  he  missed  no  opportunity  for  mas- 
tering the  devices  of  the  sailor.  When  he  first  began 
drawing,  sea  life  became  his  theme  and  the  sketch-book 
participated  in  many  an  adventurous  journey  along  the 
coast.  Mr.  de  Haas’  first  teacher  was  the  portrait 
painter,  Spoel.  After  working  in  the  antique  and  life 
classes  of  the  Rotterdam  Academy  he  received  instruc- 
tion from  the  landscape  painter,  Roseboom,  advancing 
rapidly  in  his  mastery  of  drawing  and  color.  On  the 
English  Channel,  in  pilot  boats  and  in  smaller  craft,  he 
studied  with  great  zeal  the  moods  of  sky  and  water,  as 
well  as  the  greatly  varying  characteristics  of  seagoing 
vessels.  That  distinguished  marine  painter,  Louis 
Meyer,  of  The  Hague,  was  delighted  with  the  spirit 
of  Mr.  de  Haas’  sketches,  and  welcomed  the  young 
student  as  a pupil. 

For  four  years  Mr.  de  Haas  worked  under  the  in- 
spiring guidance  of  Meyer.  In  1856  the  Queen  of  Hol- 
land, in  testimony  of  her  interest  in  his  work,  sent  the 
yqung  artist  a gift  and  an  encouraging  letter.  In  the 
following  year  he  received  an  artist’s  commission  in  the 
Dutch  navy  and  joined  the  Squadron.  His  picture  of 
the  flagship,  shown  at  the  Royal  Academy,  was  pur- 
chased by  the  Exhibition  Committee. 

At  this  time  the  late  August  Belmont  was  American 
Minister  at  The  Hague,  and  it  was  very  largely  due  to 
Mr.  Belmont’s  persuasion  that  Mr.  de  Haas  resigned  his 
position  in  the  navy  and  came  to  the  United  States.  His 
first  picture  in  the  National  Academy,  exhibited  a few 
months  later,  represented  a shipwreck  in  the  English 
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Channel,  and  it  made  a strong  impression.  In  1863  Mr. 
de  Haas,  who  had  in  Holland  been  a member  of  the 
Rotterdam  Academy  and  other  societies,  was  elected  in 
New  York  an  Associate  of  the  National  Academy,  and 
four  years  later  he  became  an  Academician.  Although 
Mr.  de  Haas’  methods  as  an  artist  have  always  pre- 
cluded the  possibility  of  hasty  or  ill-considered  work,  he 
has  been,  in  an  interesting  sense,  a prolific  painter.  No 
Academy  exhibition  held  since  he  came  to  this  country, 
over  thirty  years  ago,  has  been  without  an  example  of 
his  work. 

Among  Mr.  de  Haas’  better  known  pictures,  that  large 
canvas  representing  Farragut’s  passage  of  the  New 
Orleans  forts  has,  perhaps,  excited  the  most  discussion. 
The  “ Rapids  Above  Niagara  Falls  ” was  seen  at  the 
Paris  Exposition  of  1878.  Mr.  de  Haas’  medals  include 
that  awarded  for  the  three  pictures  shown  at  the  Ameri- 
can Centennial  Exposition. 

Upon  the  character  of  Mr.  de  Haas’  work  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  comment,  so  frequently  has  its  anima- 
tion, its  qualities  of  color,  its  sentiment  and  its  truth 
been  made  the  subject  of  critical  review.  Of  the  scope 
and  tendency  of  that  work  the  present  exhibition 
naturally  offers  the  best  evidence.  A.  B.
